KITCHEN 
CLICHES 


By HARRY BOTSFORD 


T 
he modern kitchen, replete 


with gadgets, controls. and au- 
tomatic devices. is designed to 
make a housekeeper's lot wsier 


But for the life of me. I can't see 
how she does the job when sur 
rounded by kitchen clichés which 
probably originated back in the 
days when women cooked by ear 
and without aid of cookbooks, 
temperature charts, thermome 
ters. measuring spoons and cups 
clocks, and the like. Handicapped 
as she may have been, the pioneer 
woman did a bang-up job of pre- 
paring three meals a day for an 
appreciative family 

“Add a pinch of” is one of the 
oldest clichés. Factually. the word 
“pinch” is overworked in the 
cookbook. What is a 


pinch? In theory. it’s the amount 


average 


that can be compressed between 
thumb and forefinger. On that, 
there’s no argument 

The pinch of a masculine 
thumb and forefinger is about 
double the amount. say. of a wom- 
an whose digits are small. This 
difference can and does make a 
startling difference when certain 
ingredients are used. Take thyme, 
for example, or any of the really 
potent herbs: too much will cause 
a dish to be strongly flavored, al- 
most unpalatable. The purpose 


of an herb is to enhance natural 





flavor or to delicately implement 
it. It must never dominate 

Why doesn’t some enterprising 
manufacturer make a_ pinch 


spoon? It should have a ready 





sale. Basically. as closely as | can 
estimate, a pinch is about one-half 
of an eighth teaspoon, To play 
safe, that’s- the measurement I 
use when a pinch of this or that 
is indicated

obnoxious cliché 


that’s another

and has probably contributed to 
more mediocre dishes than we 


could currently list. How much 


is little? In some cases it may 
mean two tablespoons. while the 
eXtremist may go to a quarter-cup 
it one end of the seale or down 
to the nadir of a teaspoon. Per 
sonally. when | encounter a re 
cipe which calls for a little of 
this or that, I cross it off as 
being impossible 

Another disturbing thing for a 


cook is hearing “a scant tea 


spoon” or “a heaping table 
spoon Just how you interpret 
such directions is of vital im 


portance when the recipe calls 


for dry mustard, chili powder 
cloves. cayenne pepper. or ore 
gano. The casual cook can easily 
heap a tablespoon so high that 
it contains. in reality, nearly two 
tablespoons. A scant teaspoon 
under some circumstances, can 
be approximately one-half tea 
spoon. Both terms should be dis 
carded as worthless 

Lxe one cup of tep milk” is 
another perplexing direction. It's 
outmoded because. today. most of 
the milk is homogenized-—the top 
is as rich as the botte:. and the 
middle has the same butterfat as 
either. | detour this cliché by 
spooning three tablespoons of 
cream into the measuring cup and 
filling it with milk. There was a 
time. | remember. when top milk 
Was cream 

Another favorite cliché is “add 
one sliced cucumber”—and the 
cook suddenly realizes that cu- 
cumbers vary, ranging from mid- 
dle-finger size to as thick as your 
wrist. Why not say “add one cup 
of cucumber cut up” or some oth- 
er designated quantity? Thus 
confusion might be avoided 

“Add the juice of a lemon,” 
the cookbook says—a cliché. if 


1 ever heard one!

radically in size, depending on 
seasons and where they are 
grown.

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Evers summer brings with it countless pleasures for the young 


family—fun out of doors, picnics, swimming, and the rest. Sum- 
mer brings also the specter of polio. For reasons yet undeter- 
mined the advent of warm months always augurs a rise in the 
national incidence of the crippling disease, and with the sum- 
mer months upon us it is important that every family know the 
true and latest facts about polio. On that knowledge may de- 


pend the health and future of your child, or of yourself. 


New discoveries: With the memory of the 1952 polio epidemic 
still etched in our minds—it was the worst year in polio his- 
tory—it will be comforting for parents to know that science 
has produced two great hopes in the battle against the disease. 
The most exciting of all came in an announcement a few months 


ago that new vaccines have been developed which have already 





proved completely effective in immunizing animals against polio 
It is too early yet to say whether these vaccines can be used 
just as safely and effectively on humans. Only further research 
can determine this. In the meantime. 
however, another product of researe h 


gamma globulin——has already prov- 





cause children are most susceptible to the disease, polio is often 
called infantile paralysis, though it should be emphasized that 
children are not its only victims. Adults, particularly those who 
lead active lives with opportunities for becoming overexhausted, 
women in pregnancy, anyone with low resistance or in poor 


health may become a victim. 


I is not known precisely how the disease is transmitted, 
though it is believed that the virus enters through the mouth 
or nose. During the last few years it has been discovered that 
there are three different viruses that can cause polio, and 
theoretically at least. a person can contract the disease three 
times! One fact that is not commonly known is that most adults 
have had polio though they may never have known it. This is 
because the effect of polio is often so slight that it is not ree 


ognized as the disease-—or it may have been passed off simply 


ata «ete Polio: tacts vers 


ing polio antibodies which, when in 

jected into a person's body, will tend 

to give effective though temporary immunity against polio. We 
say “tend” because the effect of gamma globulin varies for 
different individuals. In some cases polio can be contracted, espe- 
cially during the first or after the sixth week following inocula- 
tion with gamma globulin, but even in these cases it would appear 
that the seriousness of the attack is considerably lessened. Gamma 
globulin, in 1952, was found by field trials in epidemic areas to be 
an effective preventive of paralytic polio. But it is relatively scarce. 
To assure effective use of the limited supply of gamma globulin in 
the polio fight. a national pool has been set up by the Office of 
Defense Mobilization which will allocate and distribute supplies 
of gamma globulin made available by the Red Cross through its 


blood donor program, and by the National Foundation for In- 


fantile Paralysis by its eleven-million-dollar purchase of all gamma 


globulin produced commercially. 


Aside from awareness of these encouraging developments from 
the research laboratories, there is a great deal more the young 
family should know about polio. Until such time as vaccine is 
proven both safe and effective for humans, and is in sufficient 
quantity, only a regard for certain already proven practices and 
a proper knowledge of polio itself will help safeguard the young 
family and alleviate the almost inevitable anxiety should an 


epidemic erupt. 


Just what is polio? Polio, short for poliomyelitis, is a disease 
that attacks the central nervous system with results ranging from 
no visible effect to muscular disability, paralysis of limbs or 


respiratory muscles, or in about 6 per cent of cases, death. Be- 


g 
as a cold or a sore throat. Once a person has contracted polio i 
he is immune to an attack by the particular virus that caused it. 3 

a 
The reason for this is that substances called antibodies are 2 
formed in the blood stream to counteract the invasion of the i 
polio virus. These antibodies remain permanently in the per- 
son’s system acting as a constant defense against the disease. 
This fact has had an important bearing on research. 
White polio cases are reported every month of the year, there / 
is a sharp rise in the incidence starting in May or June, rising & 


to a peak in the later summer months of August or September. 
It is not understood why this is so; factors of heat or moisture 
are not alone responsible because polio can be just as virulent 
in the arctic as in the tropics. It is only in such areas as the 
United States where there are marked changes of season that 


the higher incidence occurs during the warmer months.

Because one or two areas 
in a particular year have epidemics that are widely reported 
in newspapers and magazines, it is sometimes erroneously be- 
lieved that only certain locales are conducive to the spread of 
the disease. The odds are definitely on your side for not con- 
tracting polio at all. If you or your children should become a 


victim to polio, there is a 50-50 chance of recovering complete-

ast fall when Saint Joseph's College wrote to us for advice about a housing 
project for its lay faculty, we immediately made an exploratory trip 
to Rensselaer, Indiana. to study the situation at firsthand. For some years 
the college had been worried about a lack of suitable homes for its faculty 
families. Now. at last, it was able to offer each professor an opportunity to have a 
home on college property and to provide the collateral for him to borrow the 
necessary funds. Discussions with faculty families showed that these homemakers 
had the same general requirements as our other readers. The majority 
had young children and needed a house with three bedrooms. a bath and a half 
and a sizable living room. Most of the families had been thinking in terms of 
a one-level house until an analysis by our architect convinced them that it was 
impossible for such a plan to include the number and size of rooms they 
wanted at the amount set aside by the college for the building project. Since ¢ 
two-level house offers the possibility of more space for the money. he suggested 
1 plan which included a basement finished as sleeping quarters. The house he had 
in mind offered 705 square feet of living space on eat h floor. and the 
design was especially suitable to their rolling terrain. The house outlined also 
ye rmitted great individuality in exterior color and interior decoration, 
even though the stvle was the same. Faculty members are enthusiastic about the 
idea and the college expects to build the house at a cost in the neighborhood 
of $12.000, without the appliances. The latter, as shown, would cost an additional 
$1.350. This reasonable cost for the amount of square footage is 
possible in large part because of economies in roof and foundation. The ground

with a new approach to planning and design 


The day when a For Rent sign on anything brought a stampede of tenants is 
fortunately over in most cities. However, for young families of moderate in 
come, apartment hunting is still a discouraging chore which often ends in an 
unsatisfactory compromise. Fritz Burns, a Los Angeles builder, set out two 
years ago to do something about the situation. Together with his associate, 
J. Paul Camphe ll. and his staff architect. Henry Friel. he developed an apart 
ment building which would provide individual units with the same kind of 
open planning that gives individuality and comfort to the best planned new 
houses. Other specification was that building costs would have to be kept 
in line to make reasonable rents feasible Two years of experimentation 
were spent testing materials and construction methods two pilot models 
were built. Finally, a rambling two-story structure of 18 one- and two 
bedroom apartments, to rent from $16.50 to $75 a month, was built. Fritz 
Burns didn't use miracle methods He employed COMMON -serise economies 
and conventional construction which can be duplicated by any builder any- 


where in the country. In fact, he is making his plans available to other 


interested builders. Tenant response to his first apartments was so immedi- 


ate and so favorable that he now has 188 additional units in the works 


TWO YEARS’ RESEARCH went into builder Fritz 
Burns’ first apartment building in Los Angeles.

STABLE TO HOUSE project has already gone 
through two stages.

ohn Wheat's family had built a four-horse stable on their 

property back in 1928. For years it was unused, until after 
the war when John and Barbara decided it was the ideal place 
to make their home. The country location in Darien, Connecti 
cut, was a perfect spot to raise a family, and the peace and quiet 
of the farm was a natural setting for John’s profession as a 
painter. The stable itself with its extra-large stalls and big car 
riage room was a sound basic structure which could take addi- 
tions and changes as required for a home. The Wheats started 
their project in 1946, have since gone through two remodeling 
phases and are now resting up for the third and final one. At 
the outset, the existing structure suggested the arrangement of 
living quarters. The four horse stalls, two to a row divided 
*y a center aisle, would provide a compact arrangement of cen 
ter hall, two bedrooms, kitchen, and bath. The carriage room 
ind hayloft above it would combine nicely to provide a two- 
story living-dining room. Of the two stalls on the north or 
front side, the one adjacent to the carriage room gave way to 


make a 7’ x 9 bath and an enclosed stairway to the second 


floor. The other north stall, by borrowing a bit of space from 


the hall, was made large enough for son Jock’s bedroom. To 
increase the size of the stall directly opposite sufficiently to 


make the master bedroom, they knocked out enough of the 


south wall to build on a six-foot-square addition. After the 
first remodeling this was John and Barbara's bedroom, is cur 
rently a nursery for young Bonnie, newest addition to the 
Wheat family. The remaining stall kept its original size when 
it became a kitchen. The conversion of the carriage room 
to space for living and dining, and the addition of a studio 
(planned to become a garage later) completed phase Number 
One of their project, and the Wheats moved in. Two years 
later, they decided the time had come for John to have a 
real studio with abundant north light for his painting and 
for Barbara to have the larger bedroom she wanted. These 
two new rooms were added to the east end of the house, the 
bedroom a 15’ x 19’ low-roofed addition next to Bonnie's room, 
the studio beyond it an enormous 20’ x 30’ room with a north 
window large enough to pass through John’s biggest painting and 
murals. The third phase of remodeling calls for finishing the up- 
stairs bedroom and completing the many details of changes al- 
ready made. Part of the charm of what they have done is that the 
Wheats have emphasized rather than disguised the fact that 
the building was once a stable. They have left high stall win- 
dows where they could, kept horse-chewed window sills and 
the original barn siding for interior walls. Over-all, the cupola 


still reigns, topped with a weathervane as on stables of old.

Too much chill 
decreases the sense of taste. Too many people miss the exc ung 


natural flavor and fragrance which fresh fruit is meant to give! 


for the adventurer 


The cook with any kind of eye for color and texture doesn’t 
need a recipe for preparing fruit. Inspiration starts at the mar- 
ket. Boldly colored fruits make handsome garnishes. Sojt fruits, 
like raspberries, bananas, persimmons, are complemented by 
textured fruits such as pineapple or pears. Delicately flavored 
melons and berries harmonize with lime, 

wine, or ginger sirups. Macaroon 

crumbs, toasted almonds, lemon and

hen the tiny wild strawberries start ripening in the 

woods of France, the homemaker there gets out her stone 
jar and starts preparing rich, fruit brandy sauce. This delicacy 
will make its first appearance on her table the next Christmas. It’s 
a sweet, mellow sauce, a natural accompaniment for a fat goose, 
or a finishing touch for puddings, crémes, and ices. Make an extra 
jar of this sauce for the gourmet friends on your Christmas list. 

Get a stone or Mason-type jar with a tight-fitting lid. If glass jar 
is used, keep in dark place so that fruit won’t fade. A half gallon or 
gallon is a good size. Clamp covers are best, but you can use alumi- 
num foil if you place a weighted plate on top. 

Start with a quart of ripe strawberries with no bruises. Wash, 
drain, and hull. Add a quart of sugar and let stand about an hour 
or so. Then cover with brandy — about two cups will do the job. 

When plump Bing cherries appear in the market, use a pint of 
those. Wash and stem, add a pint of sugar, and let stand overnight. 
Sugar plumps the cherries, keeps them from shriveling. Next day, 
add the cherries with their sirup to the brandied strawberries. 


Currants, red raspberries, fresh pineapple, goose- 


berries, apricots, peaches, and peeled pears may be — 


added as they appear in the market. These are added 
with equal amounts of sugar. Avoid using fruits 

with tough skins, such as grapes or apples. 
Very soft fruits, like bananas or melons, do not 
brandy well. Plan to add the last of the fruit 
around September. Then seal the jar well, 

and don’t open until just before Christmas. 

The fruit will be dark in color and mellow 

in flavor. Pack in pint-sized jars for Christ- 

mas gifts. Serve as a sauce with meats, over 


ice cream, pudding, or chiffon-type pies.
